the vexing issues fac'ng the Cana- 
dian people at the present lime. 
Wheat prices turned downward 
very sharply towards the end of 
1929 and hug; surpliLsej of wlieut 
piled up all over the '.vorii T.iis 
overproduction was the result cf 
an excessive wheat production in 
past-war years which completely 
outstripped consu.-nption. Tn's '.vas 
aggravated by the intensification 
<j1 esonomic nationalism in Eu- 
rope and by the general economic 
crisis. Wheat hoWs a very strate- 
gic place in the Canad'an eco.n- 
omy. and the slowing up of wheat 
exports as well as the diminished 
purchasing powers of the farmer 
have, lead to serlvos ramifications 
over the «nUre Canadian systems. 
♦ * * 
The two speakers will discuss 
the general features of the world 
wheat problem, and of tbe at- 
tempts which have been made to 
oope with it. Special référencé 
will be made to the Canadian 
wheat marketing policy s'nce 1929, 
including tbe breakdoik'n of the 
Poole, and the stabilisation opera- 
tions oî the Dominion Goi'em- 
ment.
